THE RIGHT OF INTERFERENCE. 


Madrid. Oct. 2&.—In the special note 


to Minister Wocdford, the government 
declares that Spain has done all in 
her power to end tlie war In Cuba, and 
cites the ninny sacrifices which have 
been made by the nation, the number 
of troops sent to Cuba and the reforms 
which are to be carried out In the Isl- 
and. . The note ends with the statement 
that Spain will not admit the right ot 
any foreign power to Interfere In any of 
her affairs. 


There Is no doubt that the govern- 


ment's reply will represent the deep feel- 
Ing of the nation. 
The note dwells ait 


length on filibustering and "other ma- 
terial and moral assistance which has

South Africa, 
who Breached In the 


evening, attracted au enormous con- 
frreeatlon. Every scat -was filled he- 
fore the veser service -began nnd hun- 
dreds stood In the aisles and vestibules 
during the long: ceremony. Rev. Fr. 
Lawrence, O. M. I., was the cel'eorant 
ot the vespers. The feast was that of 
St. Raphael the Archangel, and the 
hymn -was the magnificent exposition, 
"Tibi, Chrlste, Splendor Fatrls," 


Mgr. Gaughren ascended the pulpit 


after the Magnificat and for 35 mm- 
utes held the great throng-'of -hearers 
deeply interested in his sermon on 
faith with Its application to those who 
listened to htm as"-well as'to' the.dusky 
ChHstlans to whom he ministers in far- 
oft KImberly. His text was "Unless 
you see sltms and ivondens, you believe 
not," Irom 
tho gospel 
of Sunday, 


w-hlch told the'story of the healing of 
the ruler's son. The preacher eatd that 
this passage raises the Question wheth- 
er the ruler did not believe. If he did, 
ivhy did Christ rebuke him? St. Greg- 
ory the Great, commenting on this In- 
cident tells us that the reprimand was 
given because the ruler's faith was im- 
perfect; he wished the bodily presence 
of Christ In order that his son might be 
healed. Therefore he asked him to come 
down to his house. The ruler forgot 
that Christ was the son of the omnipo- 
tent God; he forgot that the powers of 
heaven were given to him and there- 
fore, his faith was not perfect.

when he set out on his 
homeward 


Journey nnd met his servants on the 
way, and learned that his son was 
cured, then he believed, "and his whole 
household." 


The ruler, said Mgr. Gauffhren. Is a 


type of many Christians of the present 
day; their faith 
Is ;. not 
perfect. In 


proof of this he cited the many sects 
and sections Into which Christendom 
is divided. 


The church Is lo us what Christ wa= 


to those he laught. It speaks for him 
and has a right to command our Intel- 
lect and reason. It tells us we musl 
believe things above our reason. We 
believe In the truths the church tej.ch- 
es as realities and we know why we 
believe them, neason submits to the 
voice of God. We cannot as Unite be- 
ings hoe to undersland tho mysteries 
of religion,and If there were no mys- 
teries, there would be 
no 
religion. 


While there IB an Infinite One above 
us, we must accept things that are 
above our reason. 
'This divine gift of faith which 
wo 


possess Is infused Into the soul by'bap- 
tism. We have the true faith im- 
pressed 
upon our hearts. It Is the

ty coolly, by tho Republicans. They

Tub woifat of it 
is that tbo Hmmmtes havo ILU argument, 
if they only knew it. They could point 
to,tbo fact tbat tbougb tbo government's 
account is overdrawn and its debt in- 
creases, tho trusts uro literally wallow- 
ing iu prosperity.—Kansas City Times.

denies tho1 power of a protective tariff 
to Increase wages. Not until tlio surplus 
labor — the thousands begging for work 
iu the-, largo cities .and tianipiug the 
country — is absorbed can wages bo ex- 
pected to rise. No one claims that un- 
der protcctiou surplus labor is ever ab- 
sorbed. If this were so, strikes would 
succeed under protection to (i greater 
extent than under a low tariff, lint 
they do not.

There wa« nothing to presage the ter- 


rible accident whloh bo suddenly de- 
prived these unfortunates of life. The 
New York Central train which left Buf- 
falo Saturday nlt'ht had progressed for 
nearly nine-tenths of the distance to- 
wards Its destination. The engineer and 
his fireman tvid Just nqled the gray dawn 
breaking In the east and the light streak 
of red betokening the sun's appearance, 
when the great engine, a servant on the 
calls and a devil off, plunged Into the 
depths of the river. Neither engineer 
nor fireman will ever tell the Btory of the 
terrible moment, for with his hand on 
• he throttle, the engineer plunged with 
his engine to the river bottom and the 
fireman too was at his -post. 
Behind 


them cume the express Car, fhecombina- 
tion car ar.d the sleepersj and these 
piled on top of the engine. 


it is known fnat It was a little foggy 


and that the track was not visible, but 
If there was any break in the lines of 
steel It must have been of very recent 
happening, for only ah hour before there 
had passed over it B. heavy train laden 
with human freight; neither is there an 
explanation ready, and all la conjecture. 


The section of the road was supposed 


to be the very besi on the entire dlvis- 


• Ion. There was a retaining wall all 


along the bank, and while the tide wa-a 
hlgrh, yet It Was not unprecedented. 


What eeerns to have happened was thai 


underneath the tracks and the ties the 
heavy wall had given way, and wber 
the great welghi of the engine strucl; 
the unsupported tracks it went crashing 
.through the rest of the \Vall and topple.: 
over in (he river. Then there happened 
what on the railroad at any other time 
would have . caused,disaster, but. now 
proved a very blessing. As the train 
plunged over the embankment the coup- 
ling that held the last three of the six 
sleepers broke and they miraculously re- 
mained on the broken track. In that way 
•ome 00 lives were saved. 


Frightful Struggle For Life, 


Of eye.witnesses t.here.wore none ex- 


cept the crew of a tug passing with a 
tow. 
They saw the train with its lights 


as it came flashing around thl> curves, 
and then saw the greater part of It go 
into the river. Some of the cars with 
closed windows floated and the tug, 
f.vhlfctlmg for help, cast off Its hawser 
end started to the rescue. 


A porter jumped from one of the cars 


tlml remained on the track and ran Into 
the yard of Augustus Kuh's house near 
where1 the accident occurred and stood 
ucreamlngr for help and moaning that 
the train was in the river and' thai the 
passengers were drowned. Kan hastily 
dressed himself and, getting a 
boat, 


rowed with the porter to the scene of the 
Occident. As they turned a point In the 
bank fhey came upon the express car 
and the combination,car floating about 
2(i feet from shore, but sinking every 
minute. - One man was taken from the 
top of I he car and efforts were made to 
lescue those Inside who might bo alive. 
A few were gotten out, the passengers 
Jett upon the track making a human 
bridge to the shore to take the wounded 
over. ' The'day coach, and smoker had 
gone down in' the deeper water, and 
rescue was Impossible. In the Jailer 
coach the conditions must have been 
horrible. The car 
turned completely 


over, and the passenger end of it was in 
the deep water, while the baggage end 
stood np towards the surface. The men 
in that lower end must have fought like 
fiends for a' brief period, for the bodies 
when taken out xvbre a maps of wounds. 


The closing scene of the Ilrst day of!

Ho said: "Jolm 
Shaw, agcnl for the Westcott Express 
company, and myself wore in the com- 
partment, when BM'Id^nly there was n 
terrible bump an-J then a rush of water 
that forced ua fiwnr.1 the roof ot the 
car.

Most of tnc p'nssengers 
were asleep, those In tho sleepers being 
in their berths, while the occupants ot 
the coach and smolter were for the most 
part doubled up in their seats. Just 
how the train met ils awful fate will 
never be fully known, for Ihe men who 
first felt the danger, Kngineer John Foyle 
and Fireman John Tompklns, lie dead 
In the cab of their locomotive at ihu 
bottom of the river. Conductor Parish, 
who was In charge of the train, and who 
was making up his report In one of the 
cars wlien the crash came, vwas ren- 
dered unconscious by a blow on the 
head. When he recovered he was three 
seats ahead ot the one In which he had 
been sitting. 


Sweetest .Music Ever Heard. 


One of the few occupants of the coach 


who escaped with hla life was Frank J. 
Segan, a wood flnltJier of New York, 


is left eye was cut by broken glass and 


his body, was slightly, bruised.

Uegan made this statement: "With my 
frlund, W. H. Gl Myers of Passalc, N. J., 
who was killed In the car from which'I 
escaped, I hod been to Poughkeepsle. 
We boarded tha train at that place'and 
took a seat In the coach- Three other 
people got on at Poughkeepsle, one a 
woman and Ihe two others wore men, 
one of whom looked like a railroad em- 
ploye.

tlie bed of the railroad being washed out 
In some Inexplicable manner. In this 
undermined condition Ihe track sank 
as soon as the weight of the train was 
put on It, and the embankment, giving 
way, the train was of course precipi- 
tated Into tho river. Such a condition 
as this we have never looked for. Trains 
haVe been running over this spot for 
years and years wlthou t accident or dlfll- 
culty of any kind, and this piece of Irack 
was considered as good as any section 
of Uic road. Not only was the roadbed 
the hardest kind of an embnnkmeni. but 
U was strengthened by a retaining waler 
wall of solid masonry three feet thick." 


Other railroad officials were of the 


opinion that a quioksand foundation c.f 
some kind belowthe water line was i-j 
sponsible for Ihe sinking of Ihe roadbed. 


The terrible evidences of the frightful 


wreck were visible at the point two 
miles below here Sunday night under 
Intensely spectacular 
circumstances. 


The great wrecking car torch threw n 
red glare ovrf- the men busily engaged 
In tearing apart the wreckage to get nt 
any bodies that might be under it. The 
men worked with as much energy as If 
there Were living creatures to be saved 
and ever and anon would bring to tho 
surface a body cramped Into abnormal 
position,, and then renew .their efforts 
On the top of .the partly submerged cars 
a gang of men chopped away with axes 
and the huge derrick from the wrcckln- 
train tore out the mahogany trlmmlngj 
ceilings and berths In the endeavor to 
recover somebody's loved one from the 
wreck.

Washington, Oct. 25.—In his annual 


report to the secretary of the navy, 
Phlllp-Ittchborn, chief constructor, says 
that the strength of the navy on Oct.

is stated that during the lust few months 
of the last fiscal year a considerable 
amount of work upon vessels that had 
been authorized by congress had to be 
suspended owing to lack of funds.

to life involves tho truth that he has a 
right to whatever ho cannot live with 
out, and uaturaVlifo is dependent upon 
tho products of laud. Therefore overy 
mau is entitled, by a right as inaliena- 
ble as tho right to live, to tho use of 
sufficient laud for his maintenance. 


There is, however, n world of unem- 


ployed poor who are deprived of (his 
right, and upon those who have moro 
than tho mere necessities of life for 
themselves it devolves to enablo them 
to havo their doe. It is a demand of 
justice. The public land laws do not 
fully meet this demand, siuco the man 
who is weary and footsore froiji seeking 
employment, whoispeunilesa and withr 
out food or shelter, requires implements, 
food—in Ehort, a little capital .to raise 
his first ^erops, besides about $20 for 
tho laud and means of goltiug it.

of tho wealth they should produce. A 
flno thought, is it not? It is much older 
thnu the pyramids of Egypt, that 
thought. Wo can find it wherever "great 
heathen civilizations grew and nour- 
ished, often for centuries long and 
many. Thanks to that lino lady, ilme. 
Evolution, the theory in question lias 
been considerably improved, iu tho last 
25 years moat especially. It has been 
made uioro conservative than over—that 
is, moro destructive than ever. Because 
what Is it that wo should conserve, pro- 
serve, perpetuate, in common parlance: 
Tho power of. I lie few to llx tho condi- 
tions on which tho many shall live and 
dto, striiHglo and perish, with as few 
joys as possible, ag they rapidly pasa 
through life • as clouds pass through 
space when driven' by tho :lash of tho 
tempest 


Even that placid historian and phi- 


losopher of ours, Washington Irving, 
said, ."History is but a record of: the 
crimes and miseries that men havo in- 
flicted upon each other. " Tha truth of 
that fact and tho unreasonablcuesa ol 
its existence con only bo fully grasped 
by tho fow men who, toward tho end oi 
their lives, have been able to enjoy a 
quiet existence and use their days In 
tho study of CJod'a'trutli for tho benefit 
of humanity. As long as we remain en- 
tanglud in tho struggle for exislcticb, 
through wealth or poverty, no matter 
which, in search of bread or ambitions, 
wo fail in most cases to appreciate tho 
potentialities of men for good if they 
would givo up thoir mean, scliish tu- 
atiucts, the worst part of ourselves. 
Hard lives breed hard, uousympathetio 
souls, and it happens that today it is 
pretty nearly as hard to umko both ends 
meet as to keep wealth after you have 
got it Tho writer cannot place his 
finger on a single friend of his who haa 
improved through wealth in the last 
years or BO. Is not that an indication ol 
tho fatal, immoral civilization of today, 
of what we may call our destructive 
conservatism? 


Up to BO yeara ago we were patl.iflef 


with giving to most men plenty of work 
for littlo pay. 
JS'ow we liavo learnct 


butter. We can now givo piles of hard 
work to some for littlo pay and no 
work enough to others for them to keep 
alivo. Our present conservatism is, then 
more destructive than over, all IKXSIUSC 
evils aro bound to grow if not ex term i 
nated. Neither in our personal nor ii 
onr social relations cart wo trifle, will 
sin. Neither the individual nor tho ua 
ticu can with impunity overlook tho 
etarnal moral coda of ;God. And where 
is tho morality of onr present sociu 
status? Bad ns it was among heather 
nations aud up to 60 years ago, all'men 
could find work and live after a fashion.

Tho excuse for protection 
has always been that it raisca tho work- 
ingman's Wildes, no matter vhat tho 
contlitiou of tlio labor market may bo.

Protec- 
tion would inevitably bring about a 
rise. Hut Mark Haunn says of the pres- 
ent situation, uuder full protection: 


"It is necessary that business should 


improve KO much that tho surplus of 
labor shall bo used up before it is pos- 
sible that tho general scale of wages 
shall be advanced. It ia tho 'Eatno old 
principle of supply nnd demand." 


Thisisvery significant. It practically 


dcuies tho power of n protective tariff 
to increase wages. Notimtil the surplus 
labor—the thousands begging for work 
in tho largo cities nnd trampiug tho 
country—ia absorbed can wages Uo ex- 
pected to rise. No ono claims that un- 
der protection Eurplas labor ia ever ab- 
sorbed. If this were so, strikes would 
succeed under protection to a greater 
extent- than under a low tariff.

TO DEATH AND DISASTER 


A New York Central Train Plnnged Into 


Hudson River, 


About Thirty Sent to Eternity— 


Settling of Road Bed on Account

of a Retaining Wall Being Un- 
dermined the Cause. 


Garrisons, N. Y., Oct. 26.—From the 


Bleep timt menus rorre6hment,,tutcl rest 
to the etui nal sleep that knows no waken- 
ing, plunged In the twinkling ot an eye 
yesterday morning 28 souls, men; worae 
and children. Into the Bllmy bed of the 
Hudson vlver a train laden with slum- 
bering humanity 
ploughed, 
dragging 


through the waters the helpless passen- 
gers. 


There wajs nothing to preaago (he ter- 


rible accident- whlah so suddenly de- 
prived these unfortunates of life. The 
New York Central train which left Buf- 
falo Saturday iilffht had progressed for 
nearly nlne'tenlhs ot the distance to- 
>varde Its destination. The engineer and 
his fireman had juAtnoted the gray dawn 
breaking In the east and the light streak 
cf red betokening the sun's appearance, 
when the great engine, a servant on Uie 
rails and .a devil off, plunged Into the 
.depths of the river. Neither engineer 
nor fireman will ever tell Uie story of the 
terrible moment, for with his hind on 
the throttle, the engineer plunged with 
his engine to Uie river bottom and Uie 
Dreman too was at his post. 
Behind 


them cume the express car, thecombina- 
tlon car and the sleepers, and these 
Billed on top of the engine. 


It is known that It was a little foggy 


»nd that the track -n-aa not visible, but 
II there wag any break In the lines of 
ELeel It must have been of very recent 
happening, for only aii hour before there 
had passed over tt a heavy train laden 
with human freight; neither Li there an 
explanation ready, and all ts conjecture. 


The section of the road waa supposed 


to be the very beat on the entire divis- 
ion. 
There was a retaining 
wall all 


nlong tne bank, and while the tide was 
high, yet |t was not unprecedented, 


What seems to have happened wcs thai 


underneath the tracks and the ties thf 
heavy wall had given way, and wher. 
the great, wclghi of the engine struck 
the unsupported tracks It went croshlnp 
through the rest of the wall and toppled 
over In the river. Then there happened 
what on the railroad at any other tlms 
would have caused disaster, but now 
proved a very blessing. As the train 
plunged over the embankment the coup- 
ling that held the last three of the six 
eleejiers broke and.they miraculously re- 
mained on the broken track. la that way 
• ome 60 llvea woree&aved. 


Frightful Struggle For Life. 


Of eye witnesses there.were none ex- 


cept the crew, of a tug passing with a 
tow. They saw .the train with Its lights 
os It came flashing around th» curves, 
and then saw the greater part of U go 
Into the river. Some of the cars with 
closed windows floated 
and the tug, 


Whistling for help, cast off Us hawser 
and started to the rescue. 


A porter jumped from one of the cars 


that remained on the track and ran Into 
the yard of Augustus Kan's house near 
where the accident occurred and stood 
BCreamlng for help and moaning that 
the train was In'the river and that the 
passengers were drowned. Kah hastily 
dressed himself and, getting a 
boat, 


towed with the porter to the sceneof tho 
accident. As Ihey turned a point In ths 
bank they came upon the express car 
and the combination car floating about 
Zd feet from shore,'but sinking every 
minute. ' One man was taken from the 
lop of the car and efforts were made to 
icscue those Inside who might be alive. 
A few were gotten out, the passengers 
Jeft upon the track making a human 
bridge to Uie shore to take the wounded 
over: The day coach and smoker had 
Eone'down In the deeper water, 
and 


rescue was Impossible. In the latter 
coach the conditions must have been 
horrible. The car 
turned completely 


over, and the passenger end of It was In 
the deep water, while the ufcggago end 
fitood up towards the surface. The men 
in that lower end must have fought like 
fiends for a brief period, for the bodies 
Vhen taken out were a mass of wounds. 


The closing scene of the first day of 


this tragedy is drawn around a Common 
car that stands near the scene of the 
accident, where nearly & score of badly 
mutilated bodies, none 
of 
them yet 


claimed by friends, are lying In a long 
row, grewsome evidences of a disaster, 
the greatest that has ever occurred on 
thia railroad. 


thn make-up of the train when It left 
Poughke^sle, the last slopping pluco 
before tho disaster, at 6:15 a. m. At tint 
time there were In the smoker, In addi- 
tion to the baggage man, Herman Acker 
of Peeksklll, who was In his compart, 
ment; eight Chinamen, en roine from 
the Canadian border to New York and 
a middle uged man, supposed 
to be 


Thomas Hellly of SI. l.ouls. All of these, 
excepting the baggage master, perished 
Tho day coach contained 18 or 20 uaasen- 
eers, many of whom were women and 
c.hildren. How many of these escaped 
Is not known, but 
at least 12 were 


drowned or killed In thllj' car. 
Behind 


the coach were the six slee'peis, the 
Qlenalplne, with 16 
passengers: 
the 


Honnes with 12, the N'lolie with 11, tho 
Diana wfth about IS, Ar:Uta, nearly full, 
and Backet Rlv«r win- no passengers 
Ifie total cargo r,f human freight con- 
sisted or something over 100 people. 


At'FlBHiH the train lessoned ILs speed, 


as It is customary to run from that point 
io Tarry town at the rate of aboul 2c 
miles an hour. Moat of the passengers 
were asleep, those In the sleepers being 
In their berths, while Hie occupants of 
the coach and smoker were for the most 
part doubled up In their 
seats. Just 


how the train met Its uwful fate will 
never be fully known, for the men who 
first felt the danger. Engineer John Foyle 
and Fireman John Tompklns, lie dead 
in the cab of their locomotive at 
MIL- 


bottom of the river. Conductor Parish, 
who was In charge of the train, and who 
was making up his report In one of the 
cars when the crash came, was ren- 
dered unconscious by a blow on the 
head. When he recovered he was three 
BRats ahead of the one In which he hud 
been sitting. 


Sweetest Music Ever Heard. 


One of the few occupants of the coach 


who escaped with his life was, Frank J. 
rDeg-an, a wood flutter ot New York. 
His left eye was cut by broken glass and 
his body, was 
slightly bruised. 
Mr. 


Began mode this statement: "With my 
friend. W. I I . O. llycrs of Passalc, N. J., 
who waa killed In the car from which 1 
eKcaped. 'I had been to Poughkeepsle. 
We boarded tha 'train at that pla'ce and 
took a5 seat In the coach. Three other 
people got on at Poughkeepsle, one a 
woman and the two others were men, 
one ol whom looked like a railroad em- 
ploye. Aa near as 1 can Judge there 
were IS people in the coach, most of them 
being women and children, nnd nearly 
all were asleep. Myers and I eat In the 
middle of the car. 


"When the crash camt the car gave 


a great lurch and rolled over on Its side 
The water rushed In, and almost In- 
atantly the lights went out. J l:m-w we 
were In the river, and the cur seemed to 
plough through the water for some time 
after It was submerged. Tlu car was 
tilted over on one side and I managed 
to reach the fanlight overhead and cling 
to It until help came. I heard people In 
the back part of the car groaning aa If 
they were pinned fast. It was so durk 
that I could see no one. nnd I think the 
passengers must have been drowned like 
ra.ts. • 


"After awhile—It seemed nn a?e—I 


heard people on the top of the car, and o n 
a* crashed through the roof. The noise 
of that aot In the splintered timbers made 
the. sweetest music I ever h-ard In my 
life. Soon they haj n hnlo cut in the 
roof and pulled me out through It. V 
man and a boy. farh.sr nn,l snn, were also 
rescued in the same way, but I know of 
no other occupant of the c.iach i!Eca|,lr,g 
The car at this tlins was floating l,ut 
fast fllllns with water, nnd wt wcr- v,i 
ashore In a nwl....it. r •„„ ai:re 11,91 my 
friend Mv^rs was <Ir,iv.'ned." 


Augustus Kah, living near the scene 


of the wreck, gives this description: "It 
was about five mlnutei before C when I 
was awakened by someone In my yard 
calling tor help. Looking out of my 
window, I saw a sleeping car porter, who 
Hhouted: 'For God's cake, man, If you 
own a boat come quick';/. Our train Is 
In the river and pe-.-ple are drowning. 


"There Was a Terrlhlc Bump."

car. The car seemo.l to turn completely 
over and had filled with water to within 
about a root of the to;-,. Whan we struck 
the car whirled completely around, tha 
end which tho Chinese occupied bolns 
under water, while our end wno tilted 
up.

improve EO much that tho surplus of 
labor shall bo uted np before it is poa- 
siblo that tho general scalo of wages 
shall bo advanced; It is tho same old 
principle of supply and demand." 


TfoiJisvery significant. It practically 


denies the power of a protective tariff 
to increase-wages.

There v/aa' nothing to presage the ter- 


rible accident .vrhloh BO suddenly de- 
prived these unfortunates of life. The 
2s'ew York Central train which left Buf- 
falo Saturday night had progressed for 
nearly nine-tenths of the "distance to- 
warda'lt* destination. .The engineer and 
his fireman had just noted the gray dawn 
breaking In tho east and the light streak 
of red betokening tiie sun's appearance, 
when the great engine, a servant on the 
ralla and a devil off, plunged Into the 
depths of the river. Neither engineer 
nor fireman will ever tell tha story ol the 
terrible moment, for with hJs hand on 
the throttle, .tha engineer plunged Tvlth 
his engine to the river bottom and tlie 
fireman too was at hla post.

them came the express car, Chacombma- 
tiou car ana the sleepers* and these 
piled on top of the engine. 


It la known thtU It waa & little foggy ! 


and that the' track was not visible, but 
If there was any break In thu lines of 
Eteel It must have been of very recent

The section of the roed was supposed 


lo be the very best on the entire divis- 
ion.

Statement As to the Cause. 


General Manager Toucey gave the fol- 


lowing statement ns to the cause of tho 
disaster: "The accident was caused by 
the bfd of the railroad being washed out 
In some inexplicable: nmmier. In this 
undermined condition the track sank 
oa soon as the weight of tha train was 
pul oil It, and the .embankment giving 
way,, the train was of course precipi- 
tated Into the river. Such a condition 
as this we have never looked for. Trains 
have been running' over this spat for 
years and years without accident or diffi- 
culty of any kind, and Lhis piece of track 
waa considered as good RB any section 
of the road. Xot only WAS the roadbed 
the hardest kind of an embankment, but 
U was strengthened by a retaining water 
wall of solid moHoury three feot thick." 


Other railroad officials were of the 


opinion that a quicksand foundation of 
Home kitid below the water lino was re- 
sponsible for the sinking oC the roadbed 


The terrible evidences of the frightcu 


wreck were visible ILL the point 
two 


miles below here Sunday night unde 
Intensely spectacular 
circumstances 


The Krcat wrecking' car torch threw a 
red glare ovrf- the men busily engaged 
in tearing apart tho wreckage to yet al 
any bodies that might be under It. The 
men worked with as much energy as'if 
there were living creatures to be saved, 
and ever and anon would bring to the 
surface a body cramped Into abnormal 
position, and then renew their efforts. 
On the top of the partly submerged cars 
a gartu of men chopped away with axes, 
and the huge derrick from the wrecking 
tmln tore out the ;imhogany trimmings, 
ceilings and bertha In the endeavor to 
•recover somebody's loved ono from the 
wreck. On shore a great gang of men 
Worked to get the inside or up track so 
repaired that there would be no trouble 
In getting trains through.

were severely Injured in a fire that de 
strayed the Hotel Brooklyn at KeUet-

Sunday morning at an early hour.

building1 was a three-atory one, rouglily 
hutlt of double boards. 
When the fire- 


men flrat discovered It, Lheru were 1' 
persona asleep In. the hotel.

time the, lire, which hud originated on 
the^second Hoc4* of the building, shut ojt 
all retreat from rooms on the floor above. 
Six men on the second floor and five, on 
the third saved themselves by Jump- 
In E from the windowo to the ground 
below, but there waa none of these who 
escaped without severe burns or hurts.

aged about C5 yenrs, who traveled about 
the coin i try giving1 stereoptlcon sketches 
and la supposed to have come from 
Sawlckly, near T'Lttsburg; ^\jidrew Sa.\- 
aglver of Tlonesto, a mall carrier, aged 
21 years, and partly par/Uyzed; Kate 
Miller of Kelletvllle, aKed 19 years.

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The departure of General Wcyler from 


•Havana marks an epoch In the Cuban 
.struggli; for liberty. Tho downfall of 
the Weyler rule in the unhappy Isle 
means that the rebellion will soon come 
to nn end and that the army of Gomez 
will Victoriously occupy Havana before 
Christmas. 


;The recent defeats of 
the Spanish 


arms In Cuba point Inevitably to lin- 
early withdrawal of the Spanish Etrmy. 
'Never since the beginning of thu war 
have Cubans been more hopeful or bet- 
ter prepared to carry on the battle for 
liberty. Never were they so well sup- 
plied with men, money and .numinous. 
The campaign now In progress Is a mil- 
itary movement In the true sense, anil 
the Cubans thus far have carried all 


the letter, and with such 
unanimity 


that the authorities realized that they 
had nn orcnnlzed movement to meet. 
Thu home government at Madrid Imme- 
diately was notified, and the situation 
was doomed serious enough to warrant 
the minister of foreign affairs, Senor 
Abruxxn, In announcing that martial 
liiw had been proclaimed In Culm, say^ 
Ing that It ivan in ardor to check the 
brlKnmlnge Instigated by Cuban refu- 
gees In America. The captain general 
began Immediately to strengthen the 
defenses of Havana, and, following a 
fuvorlle Spanish custom, arrested and 
threw Into jail scores of Cubans sus- 
pected at sympathy with the insurrec- 
tionists. The volunteers were called In- 
to active service, the regulars were dla- 


m 


declded that Marti and Gomez should 
move lliclr forces further lo the west 
and outer Camagucy, where they-were 
to proclaim the civil government. When 
they reached llclpuln they were greet- 
ed 
by 
1,000 rcctultsj undor Colonels 


Manduly nnd Mlro. Immediately after 
tpclr arrival at Camaguoy the mani- 
festo was Issued to the world, and the 
march was continued 
to Dos Rlos, 


where, ,May 1. n. Spanish force was en- 
ooimtercd. and a battle ensued. 
Here 


the Cubans suffered their 'first serious 
loss. General Jose Marti, while lead- 
ing a chance, was shot through the 
heart. 
On the very day that lie mot 


Ills death the elot]tiont appeal which he 
prepared and proclaimed at Canmguey 
reached 
the United Stales and was 


published throughout Ihe country. 


The commander In chief of Ihe Span- 


ish forces ut once announced Unit the 
loss of Marti had broken the backbone 
at the rebellion, but in tills, as he had 
been in his previous statement, he was 
mistaken. Instead of discouraging Hie 
Cubans, Mnrtl'H death Kccnied to In- 
tensify Ihclr feelings. Recruits nocked 
to Itie Insurgent ranks, and the sub- 
scriptions lo tho wnr fund Increased. 
The troelia, which was to have been 
such :in effective bar to the progress of 
Ihe rebels, proved a complete failure. 
Ciomez crossed It and entered the south- 
ern part of the province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe, where Ills force was augmented by 
the enlistment of several hundred ot the 
most prominent young men In the prov- 
ince. 
. Genera! Campos an.w by this time that 
the tusk ho had undertaken was by no 
means an easy one. He wns forced to 
change his plan of campaign, and, In- 
stead of following Gomez up and crush- 
Ing him out of existence, he declared 
the province of Puerto Principe In a 
state of siege. Hut the declnrnllon did 
not stop Gomez from making a circular 


aro there, awaiting trial, although their 
alleged oIYenBo was committed more 
than 1C months ago. 


The Spanish nuvy proved altogether 


^.adequate lo deal successfully with 
these filibusters, llocruiu continued to 
get In until at the end of August the 
army had Increased from 16,000 to 20,000. 
Up to that time 87.0-50 soldiers had been 
sent from Spain, but Campos mill was 
unable lo make good hl» boast. .Much 
dissatisfaction was expressed In Mad- 
rid with his humane policy, and the ul- 
tra monarchists were constantly urging 
a war of extermination. The Spanish 
commander narrowly escaped capture 
In tho latter part of July, and his ex- 
perience led him to admit that the 
strength of the Insurgents was greater 
than he had given them credit for. 


Campos wns at 
the head of 3.000 


troops, Including the Sixth Peninsular 
battalion, and had advanced to Dnyaino 
lo engage Gomez, whom he hoped to 
catch between two flics. He expected 
to dcslroy th,e Cuban commander and 
follow up that coup by advancing on 
Maceo nnd either capturing or killing 
him. This he felt certain would crush 
Ihe rebellion. But General Campos, in- 
stead of doing cither of these* things, 
not only suffered disastrous defeat- bxu 
almost lost bis own life. His vanguard 
fell Into nn ambush and suffered heavy 
loss. 


Ills main column was about a mile In 


the rear, with 
himself and" General 


Sanloclldes at Its head. A quick ad- 
vance was made, and nn engagement 
ensued which lasted six hours. Gen- 
eral Santocltdcs was killed while gal- 
lantly defending his superior officer. 
The Spaniards were forced lo retreat 
and took shelter In a building which 
was fiercely besieged by the Cuban?. 
Toward sunset the flrlnc ceased and 
General Campos succeeded In making 
his escape by being carried out on u 


bans. The cane grinding season was 
about-to open, and Gomez Issued an or- 
der that no cane should be ground any- 
where. . The Cuban soldiers rigidly en- 
forced the order, nnd It proved a Berl- 
ous blow to the enemy. 
Gomez enter- 


ed and passed through Santa Clara 
province without Interference, and for 
a time It was feared that ho Intended 
to, attack ; the capital Itself. 
Troops 


were called from the front, and addi- 
tional defenses were constructed around 
Havana. 
Cumpos made a requisition 


for more men. and they were sent by 
thousands.. Not less than 29,000 arriv- 
ed In the bay of Havana In October, 
and by the end ot November 130.000 hod 
hccn poured into the island since the 
bediming of hostilities In the previous 
February. 
v This, added to tho regu- 


lars and volunteers, made a grand to- 
tal of 150.000 Spanish soldiers to op- 
pose less than 25,000 Cubans. 


General Gomez's command consisted 


of but 8.000 men, only 2.000 of whom 
were armed with' effective, weapons. He 
marched to the west as ho pleased, de- 
stroying everything in his path. Cum- 
pos remained, meanwhile, tied up In 
Havana. Gomez and Maceo together 
crossed the western trocha Into Plnar 
del Klo province, and them Maceo es- 
tablished himself In the natural for- 
tresses afforded by the hills. Ills force 
gradually was increased until It had 
swollen to an army of 5.000 man. most 
of them armed with machetes and Iwo- 
flfths mounted. Muskets and ammuni- 
tion were scarce. 


Gomez parted with Maceo a few days 


before Christmas, 1SS5. and moved back 
to the eastward, passing close to Ha- 
vana. The government was seriously 
crippled, und Spain was in u white heat 
of rage. 


Campos was recalled. His humilia- 


tion at Uuyamo had discredited him, 
arm the extraordinary achievement of 
Gomez In marching back and 
forth 


within cannon shot of Havana capped 
the climax. 


General Marln succeeded Campos, but 


his forces were cut to pieces and put 
to rout at Candcluria and Artemlsa. 
near the western trocha, and Marln wns 
sireedlly superseded by Weylcr.

About the same time Antonio Jlaceo 


came down from the mountains with an 
army ot 7.000 mc/i. Intending to recross 
the trocha and Joln-forces with Gomez, 
whose young son accompanied him. It 
wns whl.le thus engaged that Maceo was 
struck down by an assassin through the 
connivance of Dr. Zertucha and Wey- 
ler's palace representative. 


1'rlor to this, Jose Maceo had fallen 


In battle In the east and a second broth, 
or had been forced to leave because of 
his numerous wounds. 


Macro's death did no more to retard 


the progress of the rebellion than did 
the death of Marti, but it served to stive 
Weyler from recall and the govern- 
ment made much of it. Maceo was suc- 
ceeded by General Ducasse und later by 
General Rivera. 
After the latter wns 


captured Ihe Ducasse brothers divided 
the western army and approached Ha- 
vana by three different routes. 


Weyler. mortified by his inability to 


conquer the Cubans, began a relentless 
warfare upon the paclficns. 
Knrly in 


the spring of the present year guerrillas 
were sent out in four provinces to burn 
the houses of the Cuban people and to 
enforce Weylor's reco'ncentratlon order. 


The result is known to every news- 


paper render. More than 20.000 Cubans 
have been starved to death, und other 
thousands have died from exposure and 
disease. Three months agro It looked as 
though VVeyler's campaign oC cruelty 
might succeed, bqt Gome?., re-enforced 
by General Garcia and other able mili- 
tary men from the United States, bad 
prepared for systematic warfare, and 
at an opportune moment the march 
westward was begun. 


At the present moment there are 10.- 


000 well armed Cubans In the neighbor- 
hood of Havana, 5,000 to the west of 
Havana, and an army of 30.000 men Is 
strung out through the provinces to tho 
ensl. 


During two years of the present war 


Cuba has been devastated more than 
fitter five years of the previous Insur- 
rection, or Indeed at any period of that 
weary contest. 
During the ten years' 


war the volunteers were n military 
force dreaded alike at Madrid and In 
Havana. 
They literally dictated the 


policy of the government. They were 
a turbulent, cruel and aggressive mili- 
tary power under the form of a patri- 
otic body, of home troops. They made 
und unmade captains general.of the is- 
land, agd the ministry In Spain bowed 
to their behests. 
Now the volunteers 


of Cuba are a relatively small element 
among the Spojilsh troops. They are 
not aggressive, and they have little to 
do wir.h the conduct of the war. 


The war has been a costly one, but 


the Cubans never have faltered, and, 
while hoping for assistance from the 
United States, they have conducted an 
entirely Independent campaign. 
That they will gain their freedom ev- 


ery Cuban Implicitly believes, and pre- 
diction Is made that the new year-will 
find the tlag of Cuba I.ibre floating over 
the ruins of Morro castle. 
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fore them. It is a reasonable conclu- 


ilpn therefore, thai the dream ot tho

orders. 


In accordance with a prearranged 


programme the brothers Maceo, Jose- 
and Anlonio, had nailed from Port U- 
mon. In Costii Rioa. ami landed (in 
"Portune Island, nenr Baracoa, with 20 
followers nnd prepared to join the 
forces which were then wailing for n 
Icatlcr. ' The Spanish government had 
every reason to fear the Influence of An- 
tonio Maceo, because of the part he had 
taken In the latter part of the Ten 
Tears* war. and U wns determined (o 
crush him first and then deal with Mar- 
(.[ nnd Gomc^. 


General Martinez de Campos, the 


ablest and bravest soldier in the Span- 
ish army, was selected to proceed to 
Cuba and crush out the rebellion with- 
out any delay. Ho arrived in Havana 
In the middle of April, and, not being 
aware of the exact whereabouts of. Ma- 
ceo, determined to make war on Go- 
mez, who \vas then known to be In the 
ea/it. 
His plan of campaign TTHS to 


construct n trocha, or barrier, between 
the province of Santiago de Cuba and 
tho province of Puerto Principe and so 
hem ir, the enemy and destroy him, 
but Gomez wan too wily nnd refused tef 
be trapped, although General Campos 
announced officially ten days after his 
arrival that the insurrection would be 
quelled within five months. 


Meanwhile the Cubans were carry- 


ing out their plans as originally decid- 
ed upon. General Antonio Maceo took 
command of S.OOO men in Santiago de 
Cuba. His brother Jose moved to the 
eaat and met Gomez and Marti, sup- 
porting them In the battle of Ouan- 
tanamo, the flrst important engage- 
ment of the xvar, and which resulted In 
the Spanish being defeated. Early In 
May tho four leaders met, and It wa« 
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march and capturing the towns and 
forts of Altagracia, Kl Mulato and San 
Jeronhno, together with a large quanti- 
ty of war munitions and a number of 
horses.

It became necessary to 
supply them with rifles and ammuni- 
tion, and expeditions were fitted out 
from time lo time, sailing from Phila-

The great majority of these enterprises 
were successful, and the Insurgents 
gradually wore supplied with what they 
needed to carry on their \var against 
the Spaniards. The only complete fail- 
ure was the Competitor expedition, 
which was captured and several of the 
crew drowned. Those who wero cap 
lured wero thrown into prison and stilt

The battle of Uayamo, which was the 


first In which Campos had come Into 
personal contllcl with the enemy, was 
responsible for his subsequent recall to 
Spain and the substitution of General 
Weyler.

ing this engagement. The Cubans lost 
2 officers and 50 men. 


The next signal defeat of the Span- 


iards wng at Sao del Indio, Aug. 31.

In a hospital. Antonio Maceo came lo 
the rescue of bts brother and drove the 
enemy off, punishing him severely. 


With the coming of September the 


rebellion, Instead of showing signs of 
weakening, was stronger than 
ever. 


The Island wns aflame from Sant [ago 
do Cuba In the east ta Plnar del Rio 
in tho west. 
Gomez had materially 


strengthened 'his forces. More expedi- 
tions had been landed and more ammu- 
nition distributed. 


Sept, J3 a republican form of govern- 


ment

established. 
Representa- 


tives from each of the provinces met 
at Jlmaguayu and constituted them- 
selves a constitutional assembly. They 
adopted a constitution and elected by 
hnliot officers lo represent the Cuban

Although Maximo Gomez had been 


selected by the New York junta as the 
commander in chief of the army of llb- 
erntl^n. he was again chosen by ballot 
cast by the assembly, and Antonio Ma- 
CPO w.is olecied recond in command, 
with the rank of lieutenant general.

first three yearn passed with varyinir 
fortunes. There was at the bosinnhn; 
Captain General Valmaceda's order di- 
recting the shootlutr or inen found away 
from their habllatlons, the burnlni; of 
hues of the country people and the ef- ' 
fort to concentrate them, afi • General 
Wcylcr has since done. 


Weylor was then a most Indefatiga- 


ble ollicer, and whether he justly earned 
Ihe title of "Butcher Weyler" or not 
lie was certainly serving Spain with 
great ability. There are many accounts 
of conflicts between him and General 
Maximo CJomez. Hacep was also heard 
of frequently, and Callxto Garcia was 
then as 
now bold in attacking the 


Spanish columns. Sangully, who was 
put in prison before he coulfl take part 
tn the present insurrection, war; like- 
wise an active Insurgent uommanaer 
Sangully, it will be remembered was 
pardoned not lone ago, his American 
citizenship being the ground for It. 


Bitter complaints were made during 
those early years of the Ten Years' wnr 
against the Insurgents for burning sug- 
ar plantations, while atrocitios were 
laid at the door of Spanish troops. 


In November ot 1S71 the tragedy of 


the sacrifice of the medical students 
was enacted in Havana. These sons of 
the best Cuban families were sacrificed 
to the bloody wrath of the volunteers. 
They were charged with the heinous 
offense oTf desecrating the Brave of a 
loyal Spaniard. 
A drumhead court 


martial tried them, condemned some to 
death and others to chains. -The bloody 
demand of the volunteers was satisfied. 
and tills showed the power then pos- 
sessed by that organization. 


The war had been going on three or 


four years before the troubles began 
over the currency. It was In 1872 that 
the Spanish hank of Havana first put 
out ullletes, or scrip, by direction of 
the government. Later came other Is- 
sues of scrip, and the difference be- 
tween goltl and the bills of the Spanish 
bank • became a burning Issue which 
lasted-all through the war. Ultimately 
speculation 
In gold 
was 
forbidden. 


The Cuban debt began to grow apace 
also. It was late In 1872 that the royal 
decree for the relief of the laland "by 
the issue or $60,000,000 Interest bearing 
bonds was promulgated. After that' 
came further decrees, incfme tax Impo- 
sitions and other means of taxation. 
Complaint, too, was made of corruption 
In the army and of the fearful exfraya- 
gance, or robbery, of those In power. 


The fall of Castelar and tin aubitl- 


tutlon of a reactionary cabinet under 
Serrano, word 
of which came from 


Madrid In January, 1S74, produced no 
change In the conditions on the laland. 
The insurgents continued very active, ' 
and their success was reported west of 
the troeha. This was the trocha in the 
eastern part o£ the Island, which ran 
from Jacuro to Moron and which is at 
the present day maintained by General 
Weyler as a railroad trocha or base of 
operations in trying to subdue the east- 
ern provinces of Puerto Principe and 
Santiago. 
i 


Tn the spring of this year arrived 


Captain General Concha, "el hqmbre de 
las botas puestas," the man with his 
boots on. Conoha was IntriiKtcd with 
extraordinary powers for the purpose 
of subduing the insurrection, but his 
powers were not as great as those pos- 
sessed by Weyler tod^y. The arrival 
of Concha caused much discussion. Thp 
moderate party wanted new methods 
adopted. It complained that the rebel- 
lion had maintained Itself for five years 
and still lived, staining the soli with 
blood, covering the island with ruins 
and strewing the land with ashes. The • 
Insurgents, on their part, were bitterly 
denounced ns partisans of the "torch, 
the builet and the machete." 


•"When, In January, ISifj, 
the short 


lived republic of Spain gave up Its ex- 
istence 
and 
Alfonso ascended 
the 


throne, the loyalists In Cuba welcomed 
the return ot monarchical government 
and promised, as thej' had promised the 
republic, to halp maintain territorial In- 
tegrity. Later came the resignation .of 
Concha and the' appointment of Val- 
maceda, who had b«en In command of 
the Island during the first years of Ihe 
Insurrection. Valmaceda similized his • 
resumption of power by active opera- 
tions against the Insurgents In the field, 
but the Insurgents -were equally active. 
At this period 120,000 soldiers had been 
drawn from Spain, while 60.000 volun- 
teers had been equipped on the laland, 
and the demarjd for more troops was 
Bill! going up. 
In an interval of two years there was 


little change, and It Is possible to pans 
rapidly over this period until the first 
month of 1S7S. Then there were ropnrls 
that after 10 years' warfare the end 
was renlly coming. The Cuban repub- 
lic was not to be established, but a sys- 
tem of government was to be enforced 
which would 'be a guarantee agalnit 
Spanish oppression and would give the 
colony genuine home rule. Keeotlatiolic 
were Kolnz on between the Insurgents 
and the Spanish authorities, Qentrai 
Martinez Campos taking a leading pm 
In these negotiations. 


One day In February a Havana news- 


paper came out with a dispatch h«kd«S. 
"Peace Prospects." The dispatch was 
from Santa Clara, which wia then (he 
center of operations. It said, In sub- 
stance, that the president of the Cuoan 
republic, Maximo Gomez, the chamber 
and the government were working for 
peace. and hostilities would be suspsnd- 
ed all over the Island. I^ater ca.me the 
treaty of Kanjon and "oblivion of the 
past" nllke to Cubans and Spaniard!. 
Great concessions were to be grantyd 
Cuba, and It wns t»' enjoy valuable po- I 
lltlcai privilege* In the organic and ad- 
ministrative systems. One insurant 
leader held out. lie was Maceo. MRCK> 
would not consent to the peace, b<H ho 
was willing to l«av« the (aland. This he 
did by vessel under what amounted to 
a safe conduct from General Camj>««.
